It is therefore conceived that Papers on fuch 
bind of Subjects cannot fail of meeting with a good Re- 
ception in an A fo inquifitive and fharp-fighted as the 
, efpecially if they are apparently untinged by 
Prejudices, and written with a true Patriot Spirit 
f preferring the Intereft of the Nation to all other Inte- 
sis whatfoever. | * 
There has been lately many Enquiries fet on foot as to 
the Expediency or Neceflity of engaging in Wars tor 
‘ving the general Liberty of Ewrope, and for pre- 
voting the exceflive Growth of Power in any State, 
however — or colour’d with whatever {pecious 
pretences. The Generality of thinking Men feem to be 
y lear in this Point,and toagree that it is fit to oppofe 
{fy formidable and fo unjuft an Authority. But perhaps 
it may happen hereafter, as it has fallen out more than 
once already, that when vigorous Meafures are taken, 
when the Sword is drawn, and the Lovers of Freedom 
thoroughly engaged in its Defence, there may fart up 
Refleceions of another Nature, and it may be alledg’d 
that Univerfal Monarchy is a Charge often brought 
without fufficient Proof; that the Balance of Power isa 
Term invented for the Ufe of Politicians, which figni- 
tes fometimes one thing, fometimes another ; and that 
with refpect to Britain, her Situation is her beft Security, 
and the wifeft Step the can take is, sot to concern her- 
if on any Pretence with the Affairs of the Continent. 
Without doubt there is no Abfurdity in fuppofing 















it it feems to be a reafonable Thing to obviate them 
we they are made, by fhewing plainly and clearly 
what univerfal Monarchy is; how it comes to be pre- 
judicial to the Intereftsas well as Rights of Mankind; 
by what Means it may be avoided; why it concerns all 
States to guard ftrongly apaintt it ; and how an Offenfive 
War becomes Defentive, in the ftricteft Senfe, when un- 
dertaken upon this Principle. Nor will it be amifs to 
thew how far and in what Senfe our being an Ifland 
ought to regulate our Politicks ; why it is neceflary for 
us to concern ourfelves fOmetimes about the Affairs of 
our Neighbours; and why the holding the Balance of 
Power in Europe is believed to be properly the Province 
of Great Britain; what Advantages other Nations as well 
asourftlves may reap therefrom ; and what Mifchiefs 
may follow from treating this Notion as a Chimera. 
Thefe Difquifitions require fume Room, and thercfore 
we will content ourtelves with handling the feveral 
Points before-mention’d in their Order, as Time and Op- 
portunity will permit ; in hopes that we fhall either af- 
ford the Reader due Satisfaétion, or ftir up fome more 
alle Writer to undertake fo neceffiry a Task ; in either 
Cafe our End wil! be anfwer’d——— the Publick will 
tective Benefit trom our Emdeavours. 

In refpeét to univerfal Monarchy, the Inexpediency of 
Rmay be render’d evident from Reafon and Experience. 
Ashuman Abilities have certain Bounds, fo the Extent 
of Civil Wifdom hath its proper Regulations. A Man 
who governs a Family confifting of ten Perfons, with 
Eile to himfelf and Benefit to them, would not be able 
todo the fame Thing if this Family of his fhould be in- 
creafed toa hundred. Hence it appears to be juft and 
ttural, that whatever Relations there may be between 
he Heads of Families, it ought not to aftect their Inde- 
kdency, fince upon this the Welfare of each Family 
pends; and if Particulars are diflurbed, the Whole muft 
in Confusion. We can eafily conceive how a Man of 
great Parts may govern a great City, how an able Ge- 
eral may command a very numerous Army, and a wile 
Prince rule a floursfhing and powerful People 5 but we 
cannot help (ceing, that it the Charge of governing 45 a

Hiftories, which we know was the Method ufed 5 the 
ee to wrap up their Political Learning. It fe'ms 
a'o to have been one great Caufe why Mofes preferv'd fo 
wo wa an Account of the Contrivance, Buuding, and 
Jeftruction of the Tower of Baéel. ‘The Iniquity of thar 
Attempt confilted Plainly in a Defign to eftablith auni- 
verfal Monarchy over the whole Race of Mankind; an 
Honour only due, a Sovereignty alone to be afcribed to, 
as it can be exercifed by none but the Supreme Being. 
The Scattering the People upon that memorable Occa-' 
fion thews, that the Welfare of Men depends on and is 
beft provided for by their being -form’d into feparate 
Societies of reafonable Bulk, and that whatever crofl:s 
this Intention mutt be rejudicial to their Intereft; and 
create Mifchief and Mifery 

We need only confider the Situation of Mankind under 
the wide extended Empire of the Perfian Monarchs, and 
under the Influence of the Greek Policies, to be con- 
vine'd that the former wasa Curfe, and the latter’a Blef- 
fing. The Subjects of the Perfian King were lazy, effe- 
minate, prone to fervile Obedience, and, in fine, Slaves 
the Citizens of the Greek Republicks were brave, active, | 
induftrious, and, in a word, free. When thefe loft their 

Independency, and tell under the Dominion of the AMfa- 

cedonian Princes and their Succeffors, they loft all thefe 

Advantages, they became quite another Race of People ; 

and one can {Carce form an Idea of a greater Difference 

between Men, than that which is to be found in the pre- 

fent Greeks, if we compare their Condition, Circum- 

ftances, and Manner of Living at this Day, with thofe 

of their Anceftors, as many great Writers have done, 

with equal Spirit and Juttice. 

If we confider the Rife and Progrefs of the Roman 
Power, it.will confirm thefe Refleétions. While the In- 

fluence of that Commonwealth was confin’d within due 
Bounds, its Fame flourithed and its Subjects were happy ; 
hut after the Deftruction of Carthage, and the Ruin ot 
Perfeus King ot Macedon, the Roman Liberty fuffer’d by 
the Power of the State, and the Republick was undone 
by acquiring a Force to which jts Conftitution was un- 
equal. This firf€ made the Empire of a fingle Perfon ap- 
pear neceffary, and this quickly funk into downright Ty- 
ranny, fo that the Yoke of the Romans became as much 
hated as their Protection had been formerly fought, and 
the Nature of their Government admired. This was the 
Reafon that diftant Provinces threw off their Obedience 
to Rome, and defpifing its Arts and Learning, relapfed in- 
to Barbarity, and gained even by thar, as appears from 
the Superiority which was quickly attained by thefe re- 
volted Nations. 

If we defcend to later Times, we fhall find, that uni- 
verfal Empire {pread univerfal Dejeétion and Mifery — 
When Germany, France and a were under the Power 
of, or were pretended to by a fingle Prince, things were 
always in Confufion, fome Province or other was perpe- 
tually in Rebellion, and Diforders in any Part affected the 
Whole. The Peace of Ewrope, like the Peace of Italy, is 
beft preferved by the Independancy and Equality ot irs 
feveral Powers; for when one comes to {wallow up an- 
other, this naturally. affrights the reft, and becomes the 
Cauſe of Confufion and War, till things are once more 
fettled-by fome new Partition, which bas now been the 
prevailing Policy for many Ages, 

Neither is the Cafe at ail altered, if an exorbitant In- 
creafe of Power is acquired by any other Method than 
Conqueft. Charles V, was no lefs formidable, tho’ he 
inherited the Netherlands, acquired Spain by Succeflion, 
and was eleéted Emperor of Germany, than if he had ob- 
tain’d thefe Dominions by his Sword. The very Poflef- 
fion of fo extended an Authority put him upon Projects 
prejudicial to his Neighbours, and the whole Bufinefs of 
his Lite was a continual Struggle to gratify his own Am- 
bition, or to fecure himéelt againft the Effeéts of other 
People’s Fears. At laft he faw the Impoflibility of ob- 
taining what he had fo long and earneitly fought, and 
therefore he wifely provided tor the turure Satety of the 
Aufirian Lie, by leaving the Empire to his Brother, and 
che Crown of Spain and its Dependencies to his Son. Yet 
the laft foon appeared to be a Concern too big to be weil 
managed; and if we have a mind to be thoroughly ac- 
quainted with the D. ft-rence between univerfal Monar- 
chy and a particular Principality with refpe& to the 
Good of Munkind, and the Benefit refulting to Subjects, 





we need only confider and compare the Condition of the
